HIGH WATER. 


The writer, having lived for twenty-five years at Lawrence­ 
burg, Ind., a high water swept town in the spring for m any, 
years, has a vivid recollection of the almost tragic conditions that; 
he experienced there. 
And, of course, he can deeply sympathize 
with the poor people now rendered homeless by Che high water on 
the Mississippi river, and many other rivers. 
Lawrenceburg is twenty miles, west of Cincinnati on 
the 
Ohio river and two miles south of the Miami river, which there 
divides Ohio and Indiana. Between the Miami river and Lawrence­ 
burg are bottom lands which overflow with every high water. 
Before my removal from Lawrenceburg we had experience with 
a number of these “wet spells,” when th© Awater carne *twOj 
or three feet deep in our Tiouse. 
But later, in 1882-8.*-84, it was 
worse, rising to VI feet above low water mark, which brought it 
ten feet deep on the highest street of the town. 
In many of the 
latter cases it even reached the second story rooms and destroyed 
household goods stored there, the people having taken refuge on 
higher adjoining grounds.

We will name one or two experiences. 
On 
the 
14th 
of 
February, 18S3, looking from a second story window in a hotel we 
read the sign, across the street, “Valentines,” on a board at the 
top of a seven foot store door, the high water just tipping the sign. 
Once, on account of two feet of water in the home, the remains of a 
friend had to be removed to the Methodist Church to await burial, 
and had to be taken to the cemetery on a train, all roads being 
under water. Once we rode in a skiff over the chimney of a house 
in the lowest part of the town. One family removed their piano to 
a drug store in the center of town, but it was water soaked. 
A 
lriend bank cashier put on his old hat and hung his best one on 
the gas fixture by the ceiling, but lost the best one. 
These may be things to smile about, but the damage from the 
high water was so great that at one time the town had to call 
on help from abroad to put the wrecked homes in order to live 
in. 
We, far from any threatening streams, can scarcely realize 
the menace of the latter. 
The nearest the trouble came to us was the Dayton flood. 
And we were glad to have a Dayton friend tell us, the other day, 
that he and others had made special examination, during the 
extremely wet spell of the last few weeks, and are convinced of 
the positive success of the “Miami Conservancy” to deliver them 
from another like disaster. This is splendid news.
